T h e d u t y and task of cutting down expenses has fallen upon 
the Harding administration, and this means the reduction of pay­ 
rolls and reduced buying of supplies. 
It goes without saying, 
therefore, that the Harding administration will be unpopular in 
Washington, whatever may be thought of it outside. 
There was a 
storm of pretest when the administration reduced work 'n the 
Navy Yard and dismissed hundreds of employes, following the 
Armaments Conference which agreed upon reduced naval expendi­ 
tures. 
There has also been protest against reorganization of the 
Bureau of Engraving m d Printing, the ultimate purpose of which 
is to introduce methods which will make possible diminished total 
expenditures in proportion to results accomplished. 
The Washington viewpoint naturally is largely reflected 
through the press, and the Senator or Congressman who makes 
an attack upon dismissals from t ile public service gets wide atten­ 
tion in the daily papers. 
SI iwever unpopular it may have been 
elsewhere, the Wilson administration was popular in Washington, 
for it made places for immense numbers in the Federal service. 
The President has not been hasty in making changes in per­ 
sonnel. 
He has, in fact, been so slow as to arouse some criticism. 
in accordance with his life-time habit of thinking carefully before 
he acts and giving due consideration to all the circumstances, he 
has made relatively few changes in the list of public employes 
and these have all been made for the purpose of reducing expenses 
cr increasing efficiency. 
He has not cut salaries but has en­ 
deavored to dispense with needless employes. 
Cutting down the payroll finds favor among taxpayers 
throughout the country, even if it gets little commendation in 
Washington.

I X EE s t ir s HIRE DEBT 


W e b e l i e v e that few people realize that the United States 
owes twenty-three times as much money now as it did in 1917, 
when the public debt was about $1,000,000,000. 
Attention was 
called to this by Eliot Wadsworth, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, in a speech a few days ago before the Central States 
group of the Investment Bankers’ Association in Chicago. 
Further than this, Mr. Wadsworth declared that “we are 
ju st standing still financially, as our expenses this year just about 
equal our revenues.

A canvass of more than 2,000 tftide 
associations, he declared, had disclosed that only a small minority 
were formed en a basis contrary to law.

As a furth er proof of the effect­ 
iveness of this tariff it was renew ed 
November 16, 1921, by the solid vote 
of the congressmen re p r e se n tin g the 
agricultural Stales. 
The e n a c t m e n t 
of this tariff was opposed by the solid 
Democratic minority in both 
House 
an d Senate, with a few notable exeop 
lions. 
Fo r more than a q ua rte r of a con 
tory ther e has been a dem and from the 
producers and consumers for control 
of the packing and allied industries.

RESULT OF WAR 


Strife Furnishes Girls for Slave 
Market in Turkey. 


ARE SMUGGLED INTO TURKEY

Put Up fo r Sale in Places W here 
Auctions Take Place— lf T u rk s Had

Agreement Many Girls W ould Have 
Been Saved From Harem Life. 


W a r has resulted in the revival of 
hare m s in Parke: 
Armed strife is fur­ 
nishing girls, too terrified to protest 
against harem life, who etui he bought 
from the soldier) , who hold them cap­ 
tive, for ii -> \>w as .sri.OO and $2 each. 
T h e man who couldn't afford to buy a 
harem ten years ago < an afford what 
he pleases now. 
Asia Minor has become known as the 
Twentie th Century slave market. The 
battlefields are Ila 
a u d i o n block to 
which women ar brmigt i far bartering 
am ong the victorious 
so ld iery . 
The 
co untr y’s devastated towns along the 
shores of the Black Sea and down into 
the provinces of Angora are being u sed 
by slave dealers to carry on their trade. 


Harems Filled to Overflowing. 
T h e population of -lie harem s lias 
been swelled in the last few 
years 
through the demoralization of the Ar­ 
menian girls as u nxaiit of the looting 
of the villages by the Turkish soldiery. 
Girls who would never have gone into 
the hare m s had the family been held in­ 
tact, have drifted into them from.the 
ruined districts around the Black Sea, 
from Samzoun, Batting and Tribizond. 
T heir lives were ruined, their resist­ 
ance broken. 
T u rk s living in lower Anatolia have 
filled their harem s to overflowing with 
these young women, whom they were 
tilde to buy from the soldiery for a 
handful of coins. Thus the w ar has en­ 
abled the country T urk to start the 
habit of harem life till over again, just 
at a time when decreasing affluence 
a n d public opinion, were mitigating it. 
Most of the women in the hare m s 
tire young. 
A large p a rt of them are 
smuggled into the country for delib­ 
erate selling. 
Tile Turk is h girls who 
marry into th e harem s do so usually 
with their parents’ consent, although 
knowing that they will share th eir hus­ 
bands with other wives. 
O th e r harem 
inmates for tile most p a r t a re not con­ 
sulted. 


On (lie signing of the armistice all 
prisoners of war were supposed to he 
handed over to tin* Allied governments. 
Had this ngreeiuciil been carried out 
faithfully many girls would have been 
saved from harem 
l i f e . 
The Turks 
however, have found ways lo conceal 
their Irafflrking In girls. 
The f a t u o u s 
bride school at Sam/,nun is a signili 
cant example of their cleverness at 
rota enlitieitf.

This “school" was housed iii .’tit o d 
gray com cut, on the edge of the Kiwi 
o!

The girls believed tins until 
they noticed they were being brought 
down in groups from their sleeping 
quarters, where they were kept guard 
cd all day, to stand before officers

T h e n one, p d l m p ' 
two, of the girls would he taken from 
the convent the next morning.
